It is antici[>atcd that Budd will in­ 
troduce amendments which w’oiild offset 


revenue losses written into the bill’s present 
provisions by upping the proposed tax rales 
and reducing inequities that would exist 
if unamended by proposing a new schedule 
for luxury cars. 
The bill would still, if amended, erode 
the ad valorem tax base and cause county 
treasurers headaches in issuing license 
plates. 
If not amended, the bill will cost higher 
taxing districts, such as Lancaster County, 
a co>nsiderable amount of revenue — which 
may not be made up through the pro-ration 
of truck taxes throughout the state as also 
provided for in the bill. An inequity will 
also exist whereby the owner of an older, 
smaller car will be paying more taxes than 
at the present wiiereas the owmer of a 
new, larger car will be getting a con­ 
siderable reduction. The bad features of 
IiBl2:2 as now written clearly outweigh 
any good it could accomplish.

have made believers of the 
most skeptical and cynical 
critics of the space program.

perfervid conclusions as that 
drawn in advance by Vice 
President Agnew — that we 
must quickly press on to 
Mars.

Vietnam war than the total 
cost of putting .Armstrong 
and Aldrin on the Sea of 
Tranquility. 
.Nor was the moon pro­ 
gram. remarkable as it was. 
primarily a product of scien­ 
tific

technological 
genius. That it had to ex­ 
traordinary degree: but the 
world is now’ bristling with 
marvels — everything from 
splitting 
the 
atom 
t o 
transplanting human organs. 
It is not merely on 
the 
surface of the moon that 
men are exposing the secrets 
once reserved to deities, nor 
will it stop there. 
It cannot be said, either, 
that the vital ingredient of 
the moon program was the 
will of the American people.

No one ever made the 
remotest pretense that men 
could get to the moon via 
free enterprise, s t a t e s ’ 
rights, rugged individualism, 
or matching grants. Great 
profits were surely made,

businesses 
w e r e 
founded and perhaps ruined 
in the effort, and all sorts of 
individuals and private in­ 
terests made enormous con­ 
tributions of skill, courage 
and kncwledge. But this was 
government-managed enter­ 
prise. 
pointed 
toward

agreed goal, operating on 
planned 
time 
and 
cost 
schedules, with ample ad­ 
ministrative

Repeat a thing often 
enough 
and 
some people 
will end 
up 
believing it. Larry Austin, the composer, 
and editor of source magazine, in an article 
in the New York times two weeks ago, 
once again preached the gospel that many 
of his fellows have been sounding lor the 
last few years. Music is dead. Alienation 
between composer and audience is now 
complete, 
to 
the 
point 
where 
e v e n 
performers are hostile. Creative music to­ 
day has to retreat into a subculture and 
be judged only by members of Hie specific 
subculture. An artist should have no goals, 
and novelty is the only criterion, lt an 
audience actually likes a new piece of 
music, it only goes to prove that the music 
is no good. Every concert is a funeral, 
e\ cry piece a coffin. 
But because Austin says thus does not 
necessarily make it so. After a while his 
diatribe degenerates into a steady whine 
of self-pity 
and, 
like Alice, he almost 
drowns in his own tears. Nobody un­ 
derstands him. therefore he has to retreat 
into a different kind of w orld 
It is a childish and self-indulgent at­ 
titude. one that 
refuses to admit any 
possibility that the rest of the world mignt 
conceivably have a point of view. One 
would have more confidence in the remarks 
of Austin and others of his school had 
they m the last few years come up with 
concrete results that supported some of 
their theories They are great on theory, 
especially the theory of a listener’s physical 
involvement in the music. But they produce 
a music that is much more a sociological 
than an artistic phenomenon: a music that 
in essence is dada. with very little new 
in it except the applied e 1 e c t r o n i e 
technology It is all very well to say that 
music is dead. It is something else to 
replace it with a living music, and that 
these boys have not done. 
So having failed to get much of an 
audience, thev lash about, blame the public, 
hold services over the corpse ol music, 
and go off to practice 
where they will not be 
ignorance of listeners. 
lt 
is 
very 
easy 
Establishment, 
which 
amount of criticism. It’s all very well to 
look for new kinds of musical expression 
and 
to 
take 
advantage 
of 
any 
new 
technology. There never has been a time 
in history when an avanl garde was not 
criticizing the Establishment But criticism 
has 
to be supported by 
accomplishment, 
not 
by games. The big figures tak* on 
the world 
and conquer it. They do not 
petulantly retreat into their own artistic 
ghetto. 
The very fact that there is such aliena­ 
tion between today’s musical avant garde 
and the audience strongly suggests that 
it is the composer and not the public who 
is at fault. For if an international audience 
strongly, overwhelmingly, rejects the pro­ 
duct oi a school oi music, and keeps on 


rejecting it despite plenty oi exposure, only 
one conclusion can be drawn. Ihe music 
is not very good. 
Physical 
involvement, 
o n e - n o t e 
nirvanas, music as ritual — phoocy. These 
are only smokescreens to hide creative 
poverty. “ As an artist. 
Austin wiites, 
I 
have no goals.” Perhaps he has no goals 
because he has nothing to say. Or perhaps 
Terry Riley dwells for an hour on a single 
note because he knows a good thing when 
he sees it. But it is not art because he 
says it is art. It is anti-art because it 
abdicates the prime responsibility of a 
creative mind — to manipulate materials 
m an intensely personal and original man­ 
ner so that a high degree of expressive 
communication is achieved. 
Anyway, in the last paragraph of his 
article. Austin rather overturns the buggy 
m which his reasoning is carried. After 
spending much time on the death of music, 
he then indicates that with young people 
music is not so dead, alter all. Young 
people can even relate to “ museum music. 
(What is museum music? Bach’s “ Art of 
Fugue?” 
Beethoven’s 
“ Grosse 
FugeV” 
Wagner’s 
“ Ring?” 
Schoenberg’s 
Third 
Quartet? Anything written before 1969?) His 
argument is that young people today can 
use the past to create a music of the future. 
It is an exciting concept — until one stops 
to think that young people have been doing 
that very thing for the last couple of 
thousand vears or so.
